PE&SONAL fOINTS 


T hat women are not crow ding men 
out of em ploym ent in Indiana is the 
opinion of the S tate departm ent of in ­ 
spection, w hich has ^sub m itted its r e ­ 
port for 1905 [to G overnor J 
F rank 
H anly. 
In the opening paragraph the 
report says: 
“ G reat interest has b een taken and 
m uch said w ith reference to the em ­ 
ploym ent of women who were crow d ­ 
ing men out of m any lines of work. 
This evidently is m ore apparent than 
real, for wo find tha t women predom i­ 
nate in only five lines of work, and in 
b ut one of these could we wish that 
they w ere 
b arred entirely. 
In the 
m anufacture of garm ents,75 per cent, 
are w om en; laundries, 70.6 per c e n t; 
textiles. 63 
per 
ce n t; 
departm ent 
stores. 61.2 per cent. 
“ From tim e 
im m em orial 
women 
have woven the m aterial and shaped 
and w ashed garm ents w orn b y all. 
It 
is only w ith the introduction of m a­ 
chinery when tnev are crow ded out of 
these industries b y b rothers ami they 
are forced to retaliate b y seeking em ­ 
ploym ent in other lines. 
T here is this 
difference, how ever: The m an w ith 
the aid of the m achine displaces six 
more 
women 
for ab ont 
one-third 
w hat they received; w hile the woman 
takes the place of one m au a t one-half 
less than w hat he was receiving. 
T his 
is exem plified in the m anufacture of 
cigars. 
A b out one-half 
of the em ­ 
ployes in this trade in the S tate are 
women, w ho do as m uch work as the 
m ale cigar w orker for ab out one-half 
his wages. 
The girls in this S tate are 
in ju rin g the ir b rothers b y reducing 
the wages unnecessarily and are doing 
a m uch greater w rong tc them selves 
through the effect of the tob acco on 
the ir system s and its tendency to a 
low grade of morals. 
“ O utside of these industries the per­ 
centage of women is q u ite sm all, ex­ 
cept in b akeries, w here there is 19 per 
cent. The hom e-b aked loaf has e n tire ­ 
ly disappeared from 
the cities and 
tow ns and w ill soon b e only a rem em ­ 
b rance in the villages. 
Tw o thousand 
m en w ith m achines have relieved the 
housew ife and cook of this lab or.” 
The report is very extensive, taking 
op in detail the statu* of child lab or 
in the Btate, accidents, b oiler explo­ 
sions and the like. 
It contains also 
a com pilation of statistics concerning 
the 1,118 factories of the Btate.

lishments. mines, qu arries, lau ndries, 
reno vating wo rks, bakeries and print­ 
ing o ffices, acco rding to the repo rt, 
the law regarding the emplo y ment o f 
children between the ages o f fo u rteen 
and 
sixteen y ears is generally o b­ 
served. 
Mr. McAbee say s: 
"In a few places 
we fo u nd perso ns vio lafing the law 
by emplo y ing children u nder the age 
o f fo u rteen y ears, and by no t having 
the pro per affidavits o n file. 
Su its 
were entered in these cases. 
It 13 
generally co nceded that the law sho u ld 
be so changed (as many states already 
have) that it wo u ld apply to telegraph 
o ffices, restau rants, ho tels, apartm ent 
ho u ses and in the transm issio n o f 
merchandise o r messages, and that 
tho se between the ages o f fo u rteen 
and sixteen sho u ld be emplo y ed o nly 
between the ho u rs o f 6 a. m and 7 
p. m. 
These are so me o f the reco m­ 
mendatio ns made by the natio nal child 
labo r co n nittee. 
Evasio n o f the Law. 
“Ou r present law permits the em ­ 
plo y ment o f tho se o etweea fo u rteen 
and sixteen y ears o f age fo r ten ho u rs * 
a day . 
This allo ws departm ent sto res 
and o ther places to keep their cash j 
girls and o ther emplo y es till 10 p. nr 
They do this by having part o f them j 
co me later in the mo rning and by i 
lengthening the dinner and su pper !
